To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Grantham,  in  SulHvan  County,  qualified  to 
vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town's  Municipal  Building  in  said  Gran- 
tham on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  of  March  next,  at  9  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
on  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  for  the  ensuing  three  years: 
one  (1)  Selectman 
one  (1)  Treasurer 
one  (1)  Town  Clerk 
one  (1)  Trustee  of  the  Library 
one  (1)  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds 
one  (1)  Member  of  the  Planning  Board 
And,  for  the  ensuing  two  years: 

one  (1)  Moderator 
And,  for  the  ensuing  one  year: 

two  (2)  Auditors 
And  for  the  ensuing  six  years: 

one  (1)  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist 
And  to  elect  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents  and  Committees,  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  2.  To  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  receive  sealed  bids  until  March  21 ,  1984 
from  all  persons  interested  in  being  appointed  Tax  Collector  for  the  ensuing  three

of  Grantham,  and  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  promptly  notify  our  above  listed  of- 
ficials of  the  Town's  desire."

3)  a  request  by  Paul  R.  and  Kathryn  L.  Osgood  to  divide  their  6.8  plus  or  minus 
acre  property  on  Route  10  and  Pillsbury  Road  into  three  parcels. 

4)  a  request  by  Alvah  Jack  Pillsbury  to  divide  his  approximate  6  plus  or  minus 
acre  property  on  Pillsbury  Road  into  two  parcels. 

5)  a  request  by  Wilfred  Cote  to  divide  his  approximate  2.9  plus  or  minus  acre 
property  on  Burpee  Hill  Road  into  two  parcels.

This  past  year  we  saw  a  slight  decrease  in  circulation.  When  the  school  children 
moved  to  the  new  school,  they  no  longer  used  the  library.  This  accounts  for  the  cir- 
culation decrease  in  children's  books.  All  other  areas  of  circulation  have  increased. 
The  hours  we  are  open  remained  the  same;  Monday  -  9:00  to  12:00;  Wednesday  - 
9:00  to  12:00,  2:00  to  4:30,  6:30  to  8:30;  Saturday  -  9:00  to  12:00.  We  have  story 
time  every  Wednesday  morning  at  10:30.  We  purchased  330  books  both  hardback 
and  paperback  and  accepted  numerous  donations  of  books  and  magazines.  In  an 
effort  to  cut  our  heating  costs  the  Ubrary  had  plastic  wrapped  and  tacked  around 
the  building's  foundation.  This  has  definitely  cut  down  on  the  wind  whistling  through 
the  floor  and  the  lower  library  walls. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  space  the  adult  books,  both  fiction  and  non-fiction,  were  weed- 
ed. This  was  done  by  using  professional  guidelines  and  by  having  a  State  Library 
consultant  come  and  spend  a  morning  weeding.  Another  paperback  book  shelf  was 
added  to  free  up  the  shelves  for  hardback  books. 

The  summer  reading  program  was  "Up,  up  and  away."  Each  child  decorated  a 
paper  kite.  For  every  book  read  a  bow  was  added  to  their  kite  tail  and  a  prize  of 
candy  or  ice  cream  was  awarded  at  Reney's  General  Store.  Twenty-seven  children 
signed  up  and  read  391  books.  At  the  end  of  the  summer  a  party  was  held  for  all 
participants. 

This  past  summer  was  the  year  of  the  biennial  book  sale.  It  was  extremely  suc- 
cessful thanks  to  the  many  donations  of  books,  cakes,  white  elephants  and  the  help 
of  the  volunteers.  The  money  made  from  this  sale  was  spent  on  books.  This  year 
the  library  has  been  trying  to  buy  more  non-fiction  reference  books  to  build  up  the 
collection.  There  are  books  which  libraries  should  have  even  though  these  particular 
books  may  not  circulate  much. 

This  year  the  State  discontinued  the  van  delivery  of  additional  books.  As  a  result 
the  libraries  were  allowed  to  pick  books  to  add  to  their  permanent  collection.  I 
picked  mostly  children's  books  due  to  the  age  of  the  collection.  The  turnover  loss 
of  200-300  different  books  three  times  a  year  is  felt  by  the  heavy  readers. 

This  year  the  town  will  be  asked  to  vote  on  combining  with  the  school  hbrary. 
The  trustees  and  school  board  members  are  in  favor  of  combining.  If  the  town  votes 
to  combine,  an  agreement  would  be  drawn  up  between  school  and  pubUc  library  cover- 
ing operating  and  management  details.  The  library  would  work  with  a  State  Library 
consultant  for  input  on  this  agreement  and  on  the  daily  operating  procedures.  The 
combination  can  work  and  it  would  strengthen  both  Ubraries.

Article  I.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  and  other  of- 
ficers heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  II.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  ex- 
ceed the  $294,110.00  authorization  for  the  construction  of  an  elementary  school  by 
$91,152.30;  said  sum  having  been  claimed  from  the  St.  Paul  Fire  &  Marine  Insurance 
Company  against  the  fire  loss  to  the  school  sustained  on  the  30th  day  of  August, 
1983;  the  entire  claim  to  be  applied  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  Grantham  Elemen- 
tary School. 

Article  III.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise,  appropriate  and  expend  the 
sum  of  $2,495.00  for  a  plain  paper  copier. 

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise,  appropriate  and 
expend  for  the  support  of  the  school,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and

Article  I.  Motion  made  by  Stewart  Sargent  to  accept  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
Committees  and  other  officers  as  printed  in  the  Annual  School  Report.  Seconded 
by  Donald  Taylor.

plus  an  adjustment  of  one-half  the  average  difference  in  per  pupil  cost  for  the  two 
years  preceding.

Seconded  by  Phoebe  Wing.  Affirmative  vote. 

Article  IX.  Sumner  Libbey  read  a  resolution  recognizing  F.  Robert  Osgood, 
Donald  Taylor,  Paul  Osgood,  Julie  Tilden,  Wilfred  Hastings,  Kenneth  Barton,  Stewart 
Sargent,  Betty  Harris  and  Robert  Guyette  for  the  work  they  did  as  the  Building  Needs 
Committee  in  gaining  passage  of  the  bond  issue  for  the  new  school  and  overseeing 
the  construction  and  financing  of  the  facility. 

Donald  Taylor  suggested  that  the  district  look  into  the  possibility  of  purchasing 
catastrophic  aid  coverage  from  Lloyds  of  London  for  out  of  district  placement  costs 
for  special  education  students.  Lalley  said  the  office  would  look  into  it.
